•erved up at the raw boics of many of 
the oyster houses in ihi* city, have the 
remotest idea from what source the 
luscious bivalve* we obtained, or in 
what manner they are fattened. 


Tho oyster* obtained from Tangier 


Sound, Lynnhaven, and what in known 
as the Seaside oysters, are » rather 
small oyiter, inclosed in an immense 
shell— their native clement being Mil 
water. These oysters, when dredged 
and brought to the Baltimore market, 
are sold to the packers and other* at the 
rate of about (iO cents a bushel. 


Recently a plan has been discovered 


y which thcoo oyster* can be not only 
attcned in a very short time, but their 
aluc enhanced at least 150 per cent. 
Two of the larger oyster-packing firms 


ro now engaged in ihi* bu*ine«*, anc 
ho manner of procedure i* described 
as follows by one who has watched the 
operation1 


When the oysters are unloaded from 


the pungies they are transferred to 
scows, over which a deck U bmll,and 
on which dock the oyster* are placed 
Keoh of these scons will carry n deck 
load of about (!00 bushels of oysters 
The scows arc then towed to a point i 
tho 1'atapseo river near the Kerry Bar 
Hridgo, whcio the water is quite shal- 
ow 


The \ "Hint space in the scow between

flood tides, when tho water is pumped 
from her by mean* of a small machine 
provided for tho purpose and the scows 
arc then toucd up to tho city again.

tcnn them until, what was at first but a 
comparatively insignificant oyster, bo 
comes a plump and luscious bivalve, fill 
ing its cntiro immense shell.

our fastest schedule time is thirty-eight 
miles an hour. 
We run at that rate 


between Owego and Wuverly. a distance 
of eighteen miles, and at several other 
points nn tho route, but that is our 
fastest rate." 


Superintendent Touccy, of the Now 


York Central road, said:

roods you mention, our highest schedule 
rote being forty miles an hour.
